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LIBRARIES—BASIC IN ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY EDUCA- 
TION; ESSENTIAL FOR CONTINUOUS EDUCATION 


“The teacher who helps pupils learn to read properly is often contribut- 
ing more to the intellectual progress of the pupils than the teacher who 
insists on excessive analysis and complete mastery of detail.” 


“Pupils get a start in reading in the elementary schools but they need 
years of practice in the higher forms of reading and interpretation in order 
to cultivate methods that will make them fluent independent readers. Free 
reading in libraries, with some guidance as to good methods of using books, 
would result in economies and in the cultivation of powers of inestimable 
value to the individual pupil. The equipment of the best schools today is 
being developed in the direction of supplying the facilities for this kind of 
a program. No other contribution to general education can be of importance 
equal to that which would be gained by making pupils competent readers.” 


The above paragraphs are quoted from “What the High Schools Ought 
to Teach,” the recent report of a special committee on the Secondary School 
Curriculum for the American Youth Commission. These statements are 
based upon the assumption that there is an adequate library in both ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, a well organized children’s division in the 
public library undér the direction of a well trained personnel—one with a 
broad reading background, technical training as well as knowledge of the 
objectives of the school curriculum. It is also assumed that classroom teach- 
ers have had access to well equipped libraries in demonstration schools 
which are a part of teacher training institutions. 


Accepting these statements as true, how well equipped are the libraries 
in the elementary schools, high schools, public libraries, and demonstration 
schools in teacher training agencies in the State to provide for such a read- 
ing program? Is the library program of these agencies in step with the 
other activities of these institutions? Direct assistance in organizing county 
public library service and personal observation by the secretary of the type 
of library service available in many elementary schools and each demon- 
stration school in the teacher training agencies enable her to know that the 
library program in these institutions is not in step with other activities 
and the libraries are not adequately equipped to provide for a sustained 
reading program. 


It is a recognized fact today that in a complex society the information 
secured in early life does not carry one through to old age—a college degree 
of yesterday little fits one to meet the present world crisis. Many prospec- 
tive citizens do not continue their formal education beyond the secondary 
schools. As one grows old he becomes more concerned about his economic 
security. Books must be made available which will enable him to adjust his 
skills in order to be able to meet the changing conditions in industry, farm- 
ing, and business. 


The National Defense Program demands that more, rather than less 
information, must be made available. Democracy—what it is—what is it 
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we are preparing to defind. Economic problems presented by war, the in- 
ternational relationships—these and many other conditions brought about 
by the present world crisis require thought and study. Our part in the nation- 
al defense must be interpreted in the light of the community’s interest. 
There is little industry in Mississippi. Opportunity must be offered to pre- 
pare us to make a liv:ng from the land—more intelligent diversified farm- 
ing, gardening, fruit growing, dairying, truck farming, poultry raising. 
Material—books and pamphlets—on these subjects must be provided which 
will make more effective the activities of home extension agencies, county 
farm agents, farm bureaus and farm cooperatives. 


Much technical material is needed to aid in carrying out the program 
of NYA shops and vocational education. There is great need for access to 
information in natural science, social science in all age levels, books for 
recreation and cultural reading. 


What can be done in order that boys and girls can have access to free 
reading material on all reading levels? That young people and adults may 
have available material for continuous study? Educators, librarians, trus- 
tees, parents, laymen, and governmental agencies can by serious and earnest 
efforts make it possible for this state to have adequate library service. 
Demonstrations in which all library resources are pooled in the county or 
regional public library have definitely proved that this is one solution and 
probably the best plan to provide for library service in the rural area. 


Some basic principles must be kept in mind in establishing an ade- 
quate library program: (1) The program will cost something if it is effec- 
tive. The pooling of resources does not mean less per capita support, it 
means that much duplication and overhead expense can be avoided through 
central cataloging, accessioning, processing, etc. An effective program can 
be provided in this state at a cost of one mill local tax levy and one-half 
mill state tax levy. (2) In establishing any type of library, provision must 
be made for a basic book collection in addition to the regular annual budget 
for books. (3) There must be at least one well trained librarian. A poor 
book collection in the hands of a well trained librarian will be far more 
profitable than a good book collection in the hands of a poorly trained 
librarian. (4) A book collection is not a library. (5) Trustees must be 
actively interested. (6) Provision must be made for books for children and 
young people. (7) If direct service is given to the schools provision must be 
made for subject material to supplement the curriculum and recreational 
reading. 


One has only to read the report of the recent survey made of the library 
of the University of Mississippi to see the great crisis this State is facing 
in failing to provide adequate library facilities. This same criteria applied 
to other types of library service in the State would show the same condition 
to be true. Mississippi has able leaders, other educational and civic programs 
are successful. Why, if libraries are basic in every kind of educational prog- 
ress, as it has been definitely shown and could be provided at the cost of 
one mill to the local government and one-half mill state tax levy, do the 
citizens fail to demand that local and state government make provision for 
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this part of the educational program of the state. Would it not be more 
profitable to educational institutions, if it is impossible to secure additional 
funds, to allocate more of the funds available to the development of the 
library program ? 





SERVICE—A LIBRARY STANDARD 
By ELEANOR HARKINS

What standard does my library meet? That question should be faced by 
every librarian. State, national, and regional agencies have prepared stan- 
dards for school libraries, particularly for the purpose of accreditation and 
as a basis for computing state aid. Mississippi high schools affected by the 
Southern Association have realized the necessity for meeting the minimum 
requirements as set up by that agency. But those standards should not be 


considered merely as goals for attainment, but rather as guideposts for 
further development. 


A building is not a library, although it can and should be a beautiful 
home for a library. Books are not a library any more than blood is a man, 
although they are «just as indispensable to it. A library is a collection of 
books, housed adequately, and if possible, nobly, but most important of all, 
organized for use and directed by trained personnel toward the ends which 
it has been established to serve, whether those be recreation or research. 
The library was called by its founder, King Osymandyos of Egypt, “The 
Medicine House of the Soul.” It has been called often a treasure house of 
intellectual wealth. The new library ideal is to make it a place to fill every 
need and to suit every taste within the institution which it serves. 


Considering the most important feature of the library—its organization 
for use—one may ask what are the functions of the library organization? 
Certainly one function is to gather printed material, especially in the fields 
of the teaching activities of the particular institution. Other and more im- 
portant functions are to administer the collection and assist in its use and 
to make it available for consultation and study. Most certainly the ultimate 
function is to serve not only the teaching staff but the student body, which 
is quite a different matter. 


Books are chosen for use, acquired for use, preserved for use, prepared 
for use, and used. All the innumerable processes and routines of getting 
recommendations from teachers and students, purchasing books, new or 
second hand, keeping inventories, mark against loss, binding, classifying, 
cataloging, shelving, charging, helping to find and use material, providing 
reference aids, all these operations are carried on under the great slogan 
of use. 


The prime function of the library is to connect a user with a book that 


he wants to use or ought to want to use. The second function is to do it 
promptly. 
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The library is commonly recognized as a service institution. It exists 
for the sole purpose of serving the best interests of the school, but its 
function is conditioned by the educational philosophy of the school. There- 
fore, the librarian must be aware of the educational aims of the school and 
thoroughly informed concerning the curriculum content of the program. She 
must have the help of the entire school group—administrator, faculty and 
student body. 


Accepting the library as a service institution, one must next ask, “How 
can service be measured?” Service is almost an intangible. In a school li- 
brary it may be defined as the accumulation of all activities performed for 
the benefit of the clientele. 


Library reports to accrediting agencies, to administrators, and to the 
public usually include statistics of circulation, the number of volumes in 
the library including bound and unbound magazines, budget figures, and in 
some cases, the number of reference questions answered. Such figures are 
woefully inadequate in representing the work accomplished. Does it matter 
whether the library circulated an average of 400 books during one day? 
Does it matter whether forty pupils were scheduled to the library each 
hour? Isn’t it much more significant to know that individual needs were 
met? Each librarian should be her own judge of the achievements in the 
library, but her judgment should be guided by a definite set of criteria. 
A stiggested set to follow is: 


The library shall be the real center of the school. 

The library collection shall represent the curriculum needs. 
Books shall be provided to stimu late recreational reading. 
The library shall encourage students to supplement textbooks. 


The library shall have a definite policy for supplying material to 
aid teachers in all projects.

The words of Benjamin Ide Wheeler, a former president of the Uni- 
versity of California, spoken at the laying of the corner stone of the 
University Library at Berkeley, seem to express clearly, forcefully, and 
simply what is in the hearts of all of us who believe in the power of 
libraries as service institutions to contribute to the development of the 
individual: 


“Stand here square and true throughout the generations to serve the 
life of man; to encourage and confirm the true; to defeat malige and the 
lie; to shelter those zeals which conserve, upbuild, unfold, to restrain the 
hands of such as would destroy, pervert or waste the stored up substance 
and experience of the ages; to make men understand each other by learn- 
ing one of the other; to dissolve the barriers of prejudice between nations, 
bloods and creeds, and bring men to sit down together as the sons of God.

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MISSISSIPPI LIBRARY ASSOCIATION AND PLANS 


The annual meeting of the Mississippi Library Association at Jackson 
November 15, 16, 17 was one of the best the Association has held. The 
program was carried out as announced. Miss Anna M. Roberts, who has 
given generously of her time to the duties of the office during the past 
three years, presided at the conference in a very pleasing manner. Mrs. 
Anna M. Parker, Librarian at the Jackson Public Library, was a gracious 
hostess. 


Out of state speakers and honor guests present were: Miss Julia Wright 
Merrill, Chief of the Public Library Division of the American Library 
Association; Mrs. Carroll Bishop, Executive Secretary, Arkansas Library 
Commission; Miss Tommie Dora Barker, Dean of the Library School, Emory 
University; Miss Florinell Francis, Acting Director of the Library School, 
Louisiana State University; James Street, prominent Mississippi author. 


The first general session was held Thursday evening with an address 
on “Our Responsibility in the National Defense Program” by Miss Merrill. 
“National defense,” she stated, “demands, rather than curtailment of li- 
braries, an expansion which will serve with technical material the man in 
vocational classes for defense industries; which will supply amusement and 
inspiration to the boy in military training and which will broaden the 
knowledge of economics and international affairs for the nation as a whole, 
strengthen its courage and maintain its morale.” 


At the second general session on Friday morning Miss Barker spoke 
on “Certification.” She pointed out that certification is a method of estab- 
lishing standards of the knowledge and training required for service in 
publicly supported libraries and of recognizing the qualifications of men 
and women whose education and experience meet such standards. 


Miss Barker stated that established librarians would gain prestige in 
identification with a profession having definite and recognized standards 
for its personnel, and the novices would find a more stable status and 
tenure than would be true if no barriers were set up to limit admission to 


the profession. Thirty-five states, she showed, have some form of certifica- 
tion. 


Mrs. Carroll Bishop spoke Friday morning on “State Aid.” “The state,” 
she said, “has a responsibility for the informal education of all its people 
through the library as well as for formal education through the school. The 
state can equalize library opportunities between town and country and 
between sections that vary in ability to support public services.” 


On Friday afternoon Miss Merrill led a very interesting panel dis- 
cussion on the topics discussed in the morning. Those participating were: 
Dr. R. B. Warriner, Jr., trustees, Aleorn County Public Library; Miss Barker; 
Mrs. Bishop; Mrs. Eunice Eley, District Supervisor, WPA Library Project; 
Miss Mary Moore Mitchell, Librarian, Hattiesburg Public Library; Mrs. E. 
B. Nash, President, Mississippi Federation of Women’s Clubs. The audience 


as well as those participating entered very enthusiastically into these dis- 
cussions. ° 
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The third general session on Saturday morning was devoted to the 
interest of library service in the schools, both elementary and secondary. 
Miss Barker gave a very inspirational talk on “Training for Your Library 
Job.” Other contributions were made by Clyde V. McKee, State Supervisor 
of Rural and Elementary Schools, Dr. William D. McCain, Director, State 
Department of Archives and History, and Frank Hough, Superintendent 
of City Schools, Shaw. 


One of the outstanding features of the meeting was a Book Dinner on 
Friday night. James Street, well known author and writer, was the guest 
speaker. Other social functions were an informal reception at the Robert 
E. Lee Hotel and a tea at the Governor’s Mansion given by Mrs. Anna M. 
Parker, staff, and trustees of the Jackson Public Library. 

The resolutions committee presented the following resolutions which 
were adopted by the Association: 

WHEREAS, the attack upon the principles of democracy has brought 
to a focus the vital part which all sources of unbiased information play in 
the maintenance of a free and a progressive people. 

WHEREAS, the lack of library facilities in the State of Mississippi 
deprives a major portion of our people of continuous access to necessary 
‘ information which will maintain their mental and moral poise in a time 
of great crisis. 


BE IT RESOLVED that the Mississippi Library Association continue to: 

1. Work for adequate and permanent library service for all citizens in 
the State. 

2. Work toward extending the professional service given by librarians 
who acknowledge their responsibility as leaders and educators. 

3. Urge the more efficient organization of the state library agencies 
of Mississippi. 

4. Promote acceptance on the part of the State Legislature and Con- 
gress of their responsibility to support and encourage library 
service for all people. 

5. Recognize the WPA Library Extension Project as a means to 
stimulate local support for adequate library service and to offer 
leadership to its work in the State.
